President Gardner then introduced his Excellency the 
Governor, Wm. B. Ross, who addressed the Joint Session in the 
following words: 


~~GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE -~ 
GENTLEMEN CY THE SEVENTEENTH STATE LEGISLATULE: 


It was with regret that I called you at this busy 
season of the year away from your homes and business to attend 
this special session of the legislature. I am not umindful of 
the sacrifice which this extra session entails upon many of you. 
Had I not considered it vital to the welfare of a large number 
of our citizens, and a matter which could not justifiably be dex 
layed until the next regular session of the Legislature I most 
certainly would not have called you at this time. Your cheerful 
acquiescence to this request has been, I am sure, highly gratify- 
ing to a large majority of the citizens of the state. 


The bill which you are convened to endct into a Lew is, 
as you know, the State Farm Loan Measure. A large majority of 
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each house of the January 192% session of the Legislature support- 
ed this bill. It was the intention of both the Legislature and the 
Executive to provide this law for the relief of the people. You 
are well aware of the mistakes that. prevented it from becoming a 
law. This act was designed to provide for the loaning to the 
citizens of Wyoming about three million dollars at a low rate of 
interest, and on long time payments. Many of our citizens, if they 
can borrow this money, will be able to meet their obligations and 
ultimately pay-off their indebtedness, but if they are required 

to pay ten percent interest, and in addition to that a premium of 
perhaps two percent for securing the loan, they will become year 
after year deeper in debt and finally will have to surrender their 
property to their creditors, 


The enactment of this measure will not only serve their 
interests, but those of the state as well, because if this law 
becomes effective the three million dollars to be loaned at five 
percent per annum will bring in a much greater revenve to the 
state than at three percent, the present rate received. It is a 
patriotic duty we owe to the people of this state to grant them 
this measure of relief. For these reasons I have called this 
extra session. 


Since the adjournment of the last session of the Legis- 
lature it has been reported to the Executive on good authority that 
the United States Government contemplates instituting an action 
in the Federal Court in the State of Nebraska to adjudicate the 
water rights on the North Platte River in the State of Wyoming; 
that the papers are prepared and ready to be filed. This suit 
involves title to the water in Wyoming from the eastern border to 
the Pathfinder Dam. The Federal Government, so I am informed, 
desires to secure an opinion from the Uni ted States court to the 
effect that the waters within the State of Wyoming are not the 
property of the state, but of the United States Government. This 
is a matter of grave concern. Not only the state Government, but 
hundreds of our citizens, are deeply interested in the outcome of 
this suit. It will require a long period of time to make the 
proper investigation and secure the necessary evidence to fully 
present the defense to this suit. The Federal Government, so it 
ig reported, has been pathering data and evidence for this contem- 
plated suit for a number of years and is now fully prepared. To 
properly defend this action will require the services of attorneys 
expert in irrigation law. There is at present no money available 
to secure testimony or to employ counsel to represent the state or 
its citizens in this threatened suit. 


It has also been suggested that a joint commission, ap- 
pointed by the State of Wyoming, the State of Nebraska and the 
State of Colorado, might dispose of this matter, thereby eliminat- 
ing this litigation. The Secretary of the Interior, it is reported, 
agreed a short time ago to delay the commencement of this action 
for a few weeks until it could be determined whether or not such 
a commission will be appointed. It may be too late to protect 
our rights if the provision for the commission and attorneys is 
not made at this extra session. In my opinion Legislation should 
be enacted at this time to provide for each one of these conting~ 
encies. 


When this extra session was called it was not the.in- 
tention of the Executive to submit for your consideration any 
matter other than the Farm Loan Measure, but for the last few 
days the necessity for providing for the defense of this suit over 
water rights has been pressed upon my attention so forcibly that 
I decided to submit it to you for consideration. 
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President Gardner then introduced United States Senator 
Francis E. Warren, who thanked the members for the privilege of 
being with them and made other fitting remarks in regard to legis- 
lation to be handled at this session and the needs of the State at 


this time.
